coai lands. I feel that the disposal of 
the lands ail tends toward ore direc- 
tion, and that is: tie Guggenheim 
companies. The papers here in Port- 
land. Ore., are full of the news that 
the Guggenheitas are 
constructing 


railroads near Katalla, Alaska, for the 
purpose of taking out the oil. mir.er- 
als. etc-, and there is an advertise- 
ment in the said papers for the em- 
ployment of 2.000 men to go to Ka- 
talia. Alaska, and work for the Cun- 
ningham claims.'

The loss of life is attributable to

tenement, all cf them people in hum- 
ble station in life, •were so over- 
whelmed by panic that they rushed

with slight trouble, with a total loss 
of about $5.000
